“There is not the slightest doubt that Mr. 
Walker will die, said Dr. M. M. Stapler. 
„The poison has gone all through his system 
and is not confined to the kidneys. Even 
if it were only in his kidneys be would die 
under an anesthetic. His pulse is 128, nearly 
double normal, while respiration and tem- 
perature are 32 and 95.6 respectively, about 
normal. This is very unsatisfactory.” 

Mr. Walker has been confined to hie bed 
the last twenty-four hours and about half the 
time has beén in a state of coma. Physicians 

say the end may come any hour now. The 
treatment being administered has been ap- 
proved by the hospital staffs of eastern insti- 
tutions in hourly communication by wire. 

Water is being given the patient intra- 
venously. A pint of olive oil is given him 
every twelve hours and he is kept in steam- 
ing blankets to eliminate acid. The kidneys 
are responding slowly to treatment. 


Could Transplant Kidneys? 

Baltimore, Md., May 20.—To transplant the 
healthy kidneys from a man who has just 
died. to the body of B. Sanders Walker, mil- 
Wonaire banker of Macon, Ga. probably is 
the only remedy that would save the unfor- 
tunaie banker's life; if the mercury tablet he 
swallowed has destroyed one of his kidneys. 
This was the statement today of a prominent 
physician who is a member of the Johns Hop- 
kine hospital staff. 

He pointed out that Dr. Alexis Carrel of 
the Rockefeller Institute of Research has 
successfully transplanted the kidneye from 
one dog to another, and in a few hours the 
dogs were walking about and eating as if 
their organs had not been disturbed. 


Scientists Differ Over Operation. 

According to Dr. Carrel, this, operation 
could be done to the human system, and he is 
the authority for the statement that blood 
vessels and other organs can be successfully 
transplanted and will continue to grow in the 
human body. 

Another local physician predicted Mr. 
Walkers recovery, although he might be 
paralyzed for life. This doctor said he has 
had several cases just like the Macon one, and 
in only one of them did the patient die.

Heavy Penalty Provided for Re- 
peated Violations of 
the Statate. 


Springfield, I. May 20.—The senate vice 
commission tonight finally decided upon the 
minimum wage bill, which it will introduce 
in both branches of the general assembly 
tomorrow. There are a number of new 
features in the bill that are not found in the 
laws of other states on the subject. 

Among the most salient features of the 
bill are the following provisions: 

Creates a minimum wage commission of 
three members to be appointed by the gov- 
ernor on the advice and consent of the sen- 
ate, not more than two to be appointed from 
one political party; each commissioner to re- 
celve a salary of $2,000 a year. 

Temporary Minimum $7.50. 

Fixes $7.50 as a minimum wage compensa- 
tion until the wage commission shall have 
fixed a minimum wage under the act. 

Fixes a fine of not leas than $25 for the first 
violation and a jail sentence of from thirty 
days to one year for repeated violations. 

Apprentices may be paid less than the min- 
imum wage provided by law for a period not 
exceeding six months. 

No one shall be permitted to serve twice as 
an apprentice in the same trade or occupe- 
tion. 

Women workers and minors suffering phys- 
ical defects may be given an opportunity to 
work for less compensation when provided 
with a certificate by the commission fixing 
the amount at which they may work. 

Gives the Superior, County, Municipal, and 
city -ourts jurisdiction in all cases arising 
out of violations of the law. 


Courts to Decide Living Cost. 

The county boards in the 102 counties of 
the state shall sit on the first Monday in 
August to ascertain the minimum cost of 
Ling of female workers and minors, their 
findings to be based upon twenty-one meals 
2 week, decent lodging, and the average cost 
of clothing, car fare, at d other indispensable 
r.ecessities for decent living. Having ascer- 
tained the minimum cost ef living the county 
boards are to file a copy of their findings 
with the industrial commission, the secre- 
(ary of state, and with each county clerk. 

The same penalties are provided for the 
failure of county commissioners to act under

The second amendment amplifies the sec- 
tions rogarding the title to riparian rights 
and to lands which may be made by the 
construction of a harbor, intended, as Sena- 
tor Jones explains, to safeguard fully the 
title of the people to the lands. : 

The third amendment enten 1 the mini- 
mum time at which the city of Chicago may 
take over the project from the dis- 
trict to a five year limit. Ite intent is to 
stop the city council by a sudden érdinance 
taking possession of the harbor while the 
sanitary district was not looking. 


Provides for Fixing Rates 

The fourth amendment provides that reval- 
uation to fix rates and charge for utilities 
created shall be made at fifteen, twenty, or 
twenty-five year periods as stipulated by 
the sanitary district. 

Other amendments run as to the petition 
which may be filed for the referendum on 
the bill as a whole. They provide that a 8 


per cent petition shall be filed within sixty 


days after July 1, when the bill would be- 
come operative and shall be submitted at 
the next general election deemed by Sen- 
ator Jones as fixing the date of thé earliest 
election possible in November, 1914. 


CLASH ON TEXT BOOK BILL

The Western Indiana is owned by five roads, 
the Wabash, Erie, Grand Trunk, Eastern 
Winois, and Monon.

the Belt railroad and not by the Western 
indiana. But the Belt, like the Western 
Indiana, is a terminal road, and Kies is un- 
fortunate ""—as he expressed it—to be at- 
torney for both.

COMPARES RATE OF WAGE 


Declares Cheaper Labor Will 
Cause Great Loss to United 
States Makers.

| Protest against the unlimited free importa- 
tion of Philippine cigars, as proposed in the 


Underwood bill, was voiced by Senator Sher- 
man of Illinois in an interview today. 

The senator championed the cause of the 
American cigar makers who, he said, would 
be injured by competition with cheaper labor. 
Mr. Sherman will offer an amendment Umit- 
ing Philfppine tmportations. 

The cigar maker in the Philippines, be sald, 
is usually an Asiatic. One-half of the cigar 
factories in Manila are owned by Chinese 
and operated by Chinese labor. He added 
that the standard of Hving of the workmen is 
low and that there is practically no care 


| given to sanitary conditions. 


Senator Sherman compared the rate of 
wages of the cigar makers on the islands 
and in this country. There the average daily 
wage is about 30 cents for ten to twelve 
hours, Here the minimum is $2 a day. 


Townsend and Simmons Clash. 
During debate of the tariff bill today on 
the matter of making public briefs filed by 
manufacturers with the finance subcom- 
mittees, Senator Townsend of Michigan en- 
gaged in a colloquy with Senator Simmons 
relative to the alleged threats of manu-

Remarks of the secretary relating to in- 
vestigations of manufacturere,”’ replied Sen- 
ator Simmons, have grown out of threats 
constantly made by the protected interests 
that they would reduce wages unless they 
ere permitted to retain the excessive tariff 
rates.

WANTS GOVERNMENT MILL. 


Secretary Has Plan to Foll Big Steel 
Companies. — 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Washington, D. C., May 20—|([Special }—

the United States by American steel makers 
as a holdup, Secretary of the Navy Daniels 
announced this afternoon that he believes a 
government owned steel mill is the best solu- 
tion of the problem. 

The secretary intends to continue his In 
vestigation into the situation, and also ex- 
pects to have a board of naval experts make 
an exhaustive inquiry into the entire armor 
plate industry. 

Secretary Daniels says there ie no competi- 
tion between the firms sell armor plate 
to the United Stat , and their bid» are 
the result of an understanding among them- 
selves. It is a fact that for several years the 
bids of all the firme furnishing armor plate 
to the navy have been approximately the 
game, and the comtracts have been divided 
pretty evenly among the several biddera

Three Firms Did. 
g The secretary is now making an inquiry 
into the contracts for the armor plate for 
the new dreadnought, the Penneylvania, 
which were signed in the last few days of the 
Taft administration. Three firms bid for 
the contracts, and there was little choice 
among their bids, so far as price was con- 
cerned. Common armor plate was offered at 
about $420 a ton, while special kinds of plate 
were offered at prices running as high as $500 
a ton. 

The three firms that bid are the Bethlehem 
Steel company, the Carnegie Steel company, 
and the Midvale Steel company. These are 
the only concerns in the country capable of 
supplying armor plate to the United States,

The amendment, which thus will be offi- 
dally announced, will be the second one so 
promulgated this year, the first being that 
providing for the income tax, which was an- 
nounced by Secretary Knox in the last days 
of the Taft administration. Until then the 
constitution had not been amended since the 
famous fifteenth emendment at the conclu-

The governor is said to propose an 
amendment to the appropriation bill for 
the state university that no purchases or 
other transactions involving expenditures 
shall be made without his approval. If 
any more folly-stricken proposal could 
be made, it does not readily occur to the 
sine mind.

MPEROR NICHOLAS, with the object 
of putting an end to the differences 
which have arisen between the 
Balkan allies concerning the appor- 


tionment of the spoils of the war, dif- 


ferences which have brought them to the 
brink of hostilities themselves, has notified 
them of his ‘desire to act as arbitrator in all 
the questions at issue. 

The offer has been made in euch a fashion 
by the Russlan envoys at Belgrade, Sofia, 
Cettinje, and Athens as to leave the quar- 
reling members of the coalition no alterna- 
tive but to accept, noleng volens, the czar's 
proposal. 

~~ 

This means that the treaty of peace which 
they have jointly concluded with the sub- 
lime porte is to receive its interpretation, not, 
as originally euggested, by the great powers 
of Furope, but by Emperor Nicholas, who 
will apportion to each of the Balkan king~- 
doms its share of territory and its slice of 
the war indemnity to be paid by Turkey. 

Naturally this arrangement on the part of 


the Russian ruler has put the noses of the. 


other powers, especially those of Germany, 
Austria, and Italy, much out of joint. But 
since the Balkan kings have agreed to accept 
the czar’s arbitration, the powers are unadle 
to move in the matter. 


Ss 

It is a clever move on the part of Emperor 
Nicholas. It establishes him in the position 
of the protector, and even as de facto 
guzerain of the Balkan kingdoms. 

It also proclaims to the entire world, and 
especially to the people of the Balkans. his 
determination to support them, if necessary, 
against the remainder of Europe. 

Had it not been for this support Austria 
would long ago have intervened in Servia 
to prevent any territorial aggrandizement of 
that nation, as contrary to the interests of 
the dual monarchy. 

While the arbitration of the czar has been 
hailed with satisfaction at Belgrade, it has 
been accepted with mingled feelings at Ath- 
ens and with the utmost reluctance at Sofia. 

The Bulgarians have every reason to fear 
that Servla will be unduly favored at their 
expense, while the Greeks have also appre- 
hensions on the same score. 

Be this as it may, ons can only regard the 
entire affair as another extremely shrewd 
piece of statecraft on the part of the Russian 
government, which plays today a more prom- 
ment role in Europe than ever before in lis 


history.

Crowned heads, royal personages, and 
great statesmen are confronted by a new 
and hitherto unsuspected danger, due to the 
advent of the automobile’ Chauffeurs have 
taken to keeping diaries, and to publishing 
their reminiscences. 

Everybody knows of the old saying, ac- 
cording to which no man is a hero to his 
valet.

However, he always sat by the chauffeur’s 
side, and the king neither at home norabroad 
would consent to ride in an automobile unless 
his motor expert, C. W. Stamper, was beside 
the chauffeur on the driving seat, prepared 
for every emergency in the way of break- 
down, accident, eto. 

The king would take him with him when 
paying country house visits in England or 
on tripe abroad, and on oneoccasion, when he 
paid a state visit to the Duke and Duchess 
of Devonshire and was asked to ride in one 
of the duke care from the railroad station 
to the house he insisted on the duke’s foot- 
man descending from the driving seat beside 
the chauffeur and Stamper taking his place.

It speaks volumes for the character of King 
Edward that he should have emerged with 
the increased good will of his countrymen 
from the revelations of this personal at- 
tendant of his. 

Ot course there are no state secrets In the 
volume, but descriptions of many little tralts 
and oddities of the dead monarch prove him 
once more to have been a warm hearted, 
generous, considerate, but at the same time 
hot tempered, impatient, and altogether 
likable man, possessed of a gift of pictur- 
esque language, especially when angry, and 
of a keen sense of humor. 

One oddity which Stamper relates and 
which serves to recall to my mind Edward 
VIl.’e fondness for practical joking in his 
younger days—practical joking was at one 
time a favorite form of amusement at Sand- 
ringham—was the king’s refusal, when driv- 
ing back to Buckingham palace, to inform 
tamper beforehand at which of the several 
entrances of: the royal abode he wished to 
alight. 

The king would only notify him fust when 
the motor was going through the palace 
gates, and, if the monarch bad any reason 
to believe that his lords and gentlemen in 
waiting had assembled to receive him at one 
entrance he would make a point of alizhting 
at the entrance at the other end of the palace, 
for the pure pleasure of seeing them ecuttiing 
across the forecourt as fast as they could to 
meet him. 

Stamper declares that to the best of his 
recollection the king hever alighted at the 
game entrance to Buckingham palace twice 
running. It was his, favorite little joke, and 
one which seemed t afford him never failing 
entertainment. *

It was reported shortly after the death of 
the late King Leopold of Belgium that his 
principal chauffeur, a man who had been in 
personal attendance upon him for years. was 
about to publish his reminiscences, which, in 
view of the Belgian monarch’s mode of lire 
and peculiar character, would bave fur 
nished, to say the least, some racy reading. 
His name was Boulanger. 

King Albert, though, made some addition 
to the handsome legacy which Boulanger 
had received from his royal master. With 
this money added to his “ savings he was 
enabled to start an automobile and garage 
business at Brussels, and has prospered 80 
that he has acquired a fortune sufficiently 
large to enable him to secure election to the 
Belgian senate. . 

Boulanger still fetains his Socialist doe- 
trines. These caused the members of King 
Leopold’s household and the Belgian police 
to repeatedly warn him against the man. and 
they were never tired of pointing out to the 
monarch the danger of his chauffeur’s open 
profession of rabid Socialism and his amilia- 
tion with the revolutlonary leaders 

Leopold, however, turned a deaf ear—it 
was not dificult for him to do so, since he w 
hard of hearing—to all remonstrances. and,

piatiorms. 

Mr. Beckwith Las prepared a formal pro- 
vision for inserticn in the ordinance to pro- 
tect the city's rights.

| STOPPED ‘MAKING coupes, 


Biased Rivals: hak eaten Offer;

New York, May 20.—Charles * Schwab 
resumed the witness stand today for fur- 
ther crose examination by government coun- 
gel in the suit to dissolve the United States 
Steel corporation. 

Before being queationed by Jacob M. Dick- 
inson, the government attorney, Mr, Schwab 
corrected the testimony he had given yester- 
day to the efféct-that the Illinois Steel com- 
pany and the Carnegie Steel company, sub- 
sidiaries of the so-called trust, were com- 
petitors before they were absorbed. He said 
thet while there was no competition between 
the companies on structural steel, because 
the IhMinoie company made only small 
parts,’ there was competition in rails dur- 
ing the periods when rail poois were not in 
force. | 

The existence of competition ‘between 
there two concerns is one of the important 
Folnte in the government’s case against the 
corporation. 

Tells of Pooling Agreements. 

Prosecutor Dickinson asked about certain 
pool agreements on rails in 1897. The wit- 
ness admitted that the Carnegie Steel com- 


pany, of which he was then president, had 
some agreements of that kind. The gov- | 
ernment attorney then read a minute which 
set forth that English rail manufacturers | 
proposed to allot 100,000 tons of rails to the 
Carnegie company in England and Canada. 

“Oh, that did not appeal to us. Mr. 
Schwab said. “It was not big enough. I 
never considered the proposition. Russia, 
Germany, and France all made rails and 
would have to be dealt with in making such 
a pool. 

Another minute, read by Judge Dickinson, 


indicated that the Carnegie company had 
agreed to stay out of the girder rail market 
for one year for a consideration of $100,000. 

We stayed out chiefly because we were 
not in a condition to compete,’ said Mr. 
Schwab, but we put up a good front and 
got the $100,000."’ 


Questioned on Export Trade. 

In refutation of Mr. Schwab’s téstimony 
that one of the principal objects of the or- 
ganization of the corporetion was to de- 
velop the export trade, Attorney Dickinson 
read statistics showing more steel had been | 
exported in the two years previous to the 
corporation's organization than during the 
first two years afterwards. 

Those figures in no manner disprove or 
detract from my theory., Mr. Schwab replied, 
because they cover but a short time. If you 
will take the figures for a longer period of 
time—down to the present—they will show 
a large increasmin the exports.” 

Ten members of the plate pool organized 
in 1900, all competitors, all becamé subsid- 
jaries of the United States Steel corporation 
Mr. Schwab testified.

Willie Lewis, former claimant of the 
welterweight title, was born in Brooklyn, 
N. T., May 21, 1884. It has been said that 
Lewis never was the bona fide holder of the 
title, but he was considered the best boxer 
among the welters until he met and was 
defeated by Mike Gibbons. He suffered 
defeat at the hands of Honey Mellody 
in 1906, but in a return match in 1009 
forced Mellody to take the count. In 
1908, when boxing was just becoming 
popular in Paris, Lewis was one of the first 
American born boxers to hike for the 
French capital. His work of scoring fifteen 
knockouts in Paris during 1908-00 made 
him a big favorite among the French fans.

Gianquinto, in introducing the subject of 
boiled meat, with modes of utilizing declares 
that, say what you will about its being deprived 
of its proper nutriment, a piece of boiled beef, 
if it is done as it ought to be, is always ap- 
proved at the table of people of fastidious taste 
in eating. The first thing t it is necessary to 
consider is the quality of the meat, and after 
that the cut. 

The cut—here is the question. We all know 
that there are Boston cuts, and Chicago cuts, 
and other cuts at home, and it is the same here 
in Italy. Not only are meat creatures different- 
ly cut up, but the same portions have different 
names in different parts of Italy. 

For boiling, Giaquinto says that the ribs, the 
“stump of the loin” (this is literally what he 
calls the part that has half a dozen other 
names), the breast, the shoulder, etc., are the 
boiling pieces. He states, further: 

“The essential care in reference to boiled 
meat is not only the cooking, but, after it is 
taken from the fire, not allowing it to get cold 
and dry, losing thus all its esthetic and appe- 
tizing qualities. But it must be covered with 
fine hot broth to the moment of eating.“

CANADIAN NEWS BULLISH. 


Corn Holds. Steady, While Oats 


Are Depressed; Rains Are 
Again General. 


Higher cables from Liverpool heiped cre 
ate a stronger feeling in wheat at the start 
yesterday. Moreover there were bullish ad- 
vices from the Canadian northwest, which 
stimulated some buying support, it being 
claimed that the season was two to three 
weeks late in western Canada. In the last 
hour of the session the buying power gave 
out, and there was a sharp setback, all the 
early gains and more being lost. Final quo- 
tations were %@% to Kc lower. 

The Engiish market closed %@%d higher, 
the strength being due to the lighter Plate 
and Canadian offers, unfavorable weather in 
France and Bulgaria, and a moderate de- 
crease in the European visible supply, in 
spite of the liberal world’s shipments. Paris 
Was weak at lle lower, with Antwerp un- 


changed, Berlin c higher, and Budapest 


1%c up. Buenos Aires prices were not much 
changed. 
Canadian Crop at Standstil). 

Im the Canadian northwest provinces the 
weather continues cool, frosts have been re- 
ported every night for ten days past. Win- 
nipeg authorities claimed that the wheat is 
late enough tO cause apprehension in regard 
to its maturing in time to escape the early 
frosts in, the late-sQmmer. At present the 
crop is said to be standing still, as tempera- 
tures during the day have not been as high 
ab usual. 

In the northwest there were general rains 
again; which will be of the. greatest benefit 
to the crop. / No serious complaints have been 
made in regard to spring wheat conc tions in 
thie country. Receipts at Minneapolis in- 
clude quite a Mttle hard winter wheat, total 


- arrivals there being 161 cars, and at the two 


northwest points -86 cars, against 76 cars a 
year ago. Minneapolis stock decreased 510,- 
60 bu for three days. 


World’s Stocks Decrease. 


World's stocks decreased 6,500,000 bu, compared 
to a loss of 4,716,000 bu for the corresponding week 
last year Foreign crop conditions as reported by 
Broomhall were favorable except in France and in 
Bulgaria. In the latter country the acreage is ex- 
pected to be smaller than a year ago and not much 
wheat is expected to be available for export. 

In our southwest there was quite a number of 
less favorable reports in regard to winter wheat, 
but the recent raink will be apt to remedy whatever 
adverse conditions there are. Receipte here were 
35 cars, with 30 cars the estimate for today, and in 
the west receipts were 475,000 bu, compared to 
360,000 bu a year ago. Winnipeg arrivals were 355 
Cars last year, 329 cars. Clearances for the day 
were only 389,000 bu. Cash sal ere were 30,000 
bu. 


> Corn Futures Hold Well. 


Corn futures did not vield much to selling pres- 
sure. During the early part of the day there was a 
higher range, commission houses and local shorts 
buying quite freely, while offerings were moderate. 
Wet weather with predictions for continued unset- 
tled conditions inspired quite a little bullieh senti- 
ment.
